Contract for the erection of the 
San Jacin to W inter P a rk tram ­ 
way, a tw o m illion dollar pro­ 
ject, is expected to be let before 
the next th irty days rolls around, 
according to information from a 
source considered more than re­ 


liable. 
Irf deciding on the company 
which w ill be granted the con­ 
tract it was said that the cost, 
of course, had considerable weight 
in the decision, but that exper­ 
ience in the construction of a 
tram w ay w as an important factor. 
Among the companies which 
are reported to have either en­ 
tered bids or evidenced interest 
in the project are the Am erican 
Steel and W ire company, subsidi­ 
ary of United States Steel Corpor­ 
ation, Interstate Equipm ent com­ 
pany and Roebling and Sons. 
Am erican Steel and W ire con­ 
structed the Franconia tram w ay 
located in N ew Hampshire, and is 
the only concern w hich has built 
a passenger lift of this kind in 
the United States. Associate en­ 
gineers of the Interstate E q u ip ­ 
ment 
company 
however, 
have 
built m any tram ways other than 
passenger ones, in foreign coun­ 
tries. 
It was pointed out that no of­ 
ficial action by the San Jacin to 
W inter P a rk Authority in granting 
the contract has been made, n ev­ 
ertheless, they are practically u n ­ 
animous in individual opinions as 
to the company they would like 
to see construct the tram w ay. In 
any event, work on the giant 
tram w ay is expected to get un­ 
derway this summer.

Comments on 
Cathedral City

You know I'm not a fussy old 
m aid, so I don’t m ind m uch w here 
Phat, in his kindness, sticks these 
paragraphs. Two thoughts are in 
m y mind. Someone in the C ath­ 
edral City Roundup not unkindly 
asked if I had become an isola­ 
tionist by m y rem arks appearing 
elsew here than w ith the rest of 
our village offerings.

Sorry a 
high school board m eeting kept 
m e from a cham ber of commerce 
m eeting this week, and m aybe 
the m atter of form ing the fire 
district w as discussed. It is som e­ 
thing that can be done now , as 
V ie m atter lies alm ost entirely 
W ithin our own com m unity. In 
connection w ith the fire the other 
night, I w as interested to learn 
from one of the two forestry fire 
fighters w ho came down from 
the Beaum ont station about an 
h our after our fire was out, that 
upon the alarm being sounded 
here, Mrs. Scott phoned the de­ 
partm ent at Beaumont and their 
equipm ent started for C athedral 
City, but five m inutes later, upon 
learning th at the fire was under 
control, 
M is. 
Scott 
had 
the 
thoughtfulness to again call B eau­ 
m ont, telling them so. At that 
m om ent, the equipm ent was roar­ 
ing through Banning when the 
radio recalled them to their sta­ 
tion. Everyone is thankful that 
a fire did not get out of control 
in th at physically hotspot. Claude 
and Edna should breath easy on 
th eir vacation, for 
the 
wood- 
knockers and the believers in the 
three series happening can be as­ 
sured that this fire was num ber 
three and the jinks has been sat­ 
isfied . 
This is Thursday, and tom orrow 
you should be voting for school 
directors. If enough of you turn 
out and vote, I am w illing to rest 
m y case w ith you. 
A ctually, I 
kick myself for ever consenting 
to run, as I would do som ething 
for my fam ily and m yself if I 
attended m ore to m y own bus­ 
iness. But, through the years, the 
conviction has grown w ith me 
as w ell as others, th a t m ore co­ 
operation w as needed betw een the 
districts and that this area could 
be much m ore efficiently oper­ 
ated by combining the districts 
into one. 
C athedral City and the C an­ 
yon area here, and 
Tahcheva 
W ash in P alm Springs has been 
definitely recom m ended for first 
consideration in the flood pro­ 
tection program . 
In the m ean­ 
tim e, folks, if you are exposed to 
flood damage, you had better do 
som ething about your own p re­ 
m ises until the new program can 
be carried out. 
The county graders have kept 
the C athedral City W ater com ­ 
pany on the hop to repair and 
replace the w ater lines the g rad ­ 
ers rip out. W hen the old lines 
and the service pipes w ere install­ 
ed, they w ere put dow n about a 
foot above the surface of the 
ground then as is stood. No grade 
has ever been established, eith er 
along the highw ay in the Village 
or on the side street, as a result, 
floods have taken off the cover­ 
ing over the pipes in m any places, 
and has piled it up a t others, so 
the question is w hat is the level. 
I rath er im agine that Jam es G. 
Jordan, who is struggling w ith 
the system, w ill be glad to see 
the graders depart. 
A survey is under w ay at pres­ 
ent to determ ine the future e x ­ 
pansion of our local w ater sys­ 
tem . Probably the old well w ill 
be reactivated as a standby, a l­ 
though our present well can easi­ 
ly supply ten times our present 
population as shown by a recent 
efficiency test. If the energy of 
the com m unity can be turned to 
establishing 
a 
fire 
district, 
it 
w ould probably help the w ater 
com pany in its planning to sit 
w ith a local board of fire com ­ 
m issioners and plan fire protec­ 
tion, which at present is nil in the 
Village.

Chamber Busy on 


Many Civic Items 


Ten directors of the C ham ber of 
Commerce met at the H iggins 
Date Shop Tuesday night, May 14. 
The m ain subject for discussion 
was the need of raising garbage 
rates as the cost of the service 
had increased 50% in the last five 
years, w hile the am ount of gar­ 
bage from restaurants and stores 
has m ore than tripled, w ith no 
change in rate. 
The Sanitation 
Comm ittee, headed by the chair­ 
man, Carol Waller, spent an eve­ 
ning recently w orking over the 
charges in order to equalize the 
fee to the am ount of garbage. 
His recom m endations w ere ac­ 
cepted by the directors w ithout 
change. 
Effective June 1, all rates will 
be raised to private residences 
from $1.25 to $1.50 a month. 
Cafes w ill pay $6 a m onth and 
stores $5. There will be no change 
for courts except for the initial 
charge being raised 25 cents, but 
there w ill be a closer check for 
additional rentals at 75 cents each. 
Landlords will be billed for ten ­ 
ants' pick-ups when they are past 
due. 
The fire hazards w ere brought 
close home from the fire Monday 
morning. 
It was again realized 
that C athedral is w ithout protec­ 
tion of any kind, the fire truck 
being worse than useless. 
Mr. 
Dillon had prom ised to 
bring 
someone from the S tate Forestry 
D epartm ent to discuss putting in 
a state station. 
T his was last 
November, following the present­ 
ation 
of 
a 
petition 
properly 
signed requesting th a t this dis­ 
trict hold an election to provide 
itself w ith a Fire D istrict. 
The directors w ere asked to go 
to the P ark on Sunday morning, 
at 9:30, in order to discuss the 
spending of $700 for a concrete 
w all to prevent the park being 
washed away. 
In prom pt answer to the Joint 
Resolution mailed to the Board 
of Supervisors by the C athedral 
organizations two w eeks ago, re ­ 
questing all roads in C athedral 
City be scraped and kept in b et­ 
ter condition, the B oard turned 
the m atter over to the road super­ 
intendent, Mr. Cravens, who took 
im m ediate action and replied by 
sending the grader which has 
gone over every road in the 
townsite. A truck w ith two men 
followed the grader, rem oving the 
stones 
and 
leveling 
the 
dirt 
mounds and it, in turn, was fol­ 
lowed by a sprinkler. This pro­ 
cedure has never been followed 
before. 


Enough Trailers 
Says Civic Club 
A prelim inary canvas amongst 
property holders here in C ath­ 
edral City by the Civic Club 
shows that there is strong senti­ 
m ent against having any more 
trailer parks within the townsite, 
At present, there are tw o trailer 
parks w ith a capacity of 150 tra i­ 
lers. This, it is felt, is sufficient 
for a village of this size.

County’s Program 
to Aid Crippled 
Children Outlined 


Under the direction of Dr. War­ 
ren A. Fox, county health officer. 
Riverside county has one of the 
best programs in California for 
care of crippled children, said 
Mrs. 
Madge Holderman, Palm 
Springs public health nurse, to­ 
day, in outlining one of the best 
but propably the least publicised 
type of health service here. 
"Any handicap which prevents 
a child from making the most of 
life is considered crippling,” she 
said. 
“Because so many people 
here do not realize the extent of 
this program, I think it would be 
right to give the details.” 


OUTLINES PROGRAM 


"Among the handicaps under 
care are deafness, blindness or 
partial blindness, speech imper­ 
fections, unsightly blemishes, in 
short, any physical imperfection 
a child may have. 
“Riverside county has one of 
the best programs in California, 
a state where much attention is 
given to the needs of the crippled 
child. 
"This program, one of the best, 
is the least known. 


VILLAGE PARTICIPATES 


“Does Palm Springs participate 
in this program? Decidedly, yes. 
Whenever a child is found to be 
in need of this care he is sched­ 
uled to go to the orthopedic clin­ 
ic held once a month at the coun­ 
ty court house. Usually several 
children 
are 
scheduled 
each 
month. At the last one three Vil- 
three Village youngsters were 
present. 
"Dr. Alvia Brockway, an or­ 
thopedic surgeon appointed by 
the state, is in charge of the clin­ 
ic. The examination is made free 
of charge. 
In the event there 
must be surgery or other expen­ 
sive treatment, a fee in keeping 
with the child’s parents to pay 
is made, the balance of the charge 
is taken care of by the crippled 
children’s service out of funds set 
up in co-operation with federal 
state 
and 
county 
government, 
Thus, no child need go through 
life with a handicap that it is 
possible to correct. 
Any person may report a case, 
in fact, it is the duty of every 
one to see that these services 
are made available to all children 
in need of the service. Appoint­ 
ments may be made with me, by 
dialing 2195. If the case is un­ 
known to me, I will immediately 
investigate and see that an ap­ 
pointment is made for the next 
clinic.”

The night before, a young chap 
by the nam e of Perkinson, from 
S an 
B ernardino 
of all places, 
landed his 
trim 
tw in-m otored 
Cessna on the 
G oulding airfield 
in front of the trading post. I m et 
him at dinner 
and 
found him 
m ost cordial and friendly. 
His 
plans w ere to retu rn to Los A n­ 
geles the next morning. I casual­ 
ly asked if he could give me a 
quick flight over M onum ent V al­ 
ley before he departed, and to my 
surprise he acquiesed im m ediate­ 
ly-N ext 
m orning, 
rig h t 
after 
breakfast, found us both at the 
airfield and clam bering into the 
plane. It w as only 7:50. The sun 
w as still com paratively low over 
th e horizon, and 
the 
shadows 
cast by th e m onum ents w ere still 
d ark and long.

blackbrush. We flew so low that 
1 could actually see shadows be­ 
neath the individual trees. 
I’m 
sure a pilot could m ake an em ­ 
ergency landing on the tops of 
m any of these mesas if the occa­ 
sion ever arose. A helicopter or 
autogiro of course would be the 
ideal m eans of reaching these 
inaccessable tops for exploration 
purposes; only a very few of them 
have or can be scaled by m an 
from below. 
Leaving the string of m onu­ 
m ents behind and to our right, w e 
sped on northw ard, over more flat 
country, dissected by a netw ork 
of barely discernable lines w hich 
I knew to be drainage channels. 
Now we were nearly over the 
pyram id-shaped 
little 
elevation 
called M eridian Butte, since it is 
lodated alm ost exactly on the 
110th degree north longitudinal 
line. 


OVER FAMED REGION 


Soon we w ere coming into view 
of the San Ju an River, th at snake­ 
like channel th at tw ists across 
southern U tah and em pties into 
the Colorado R iver near Lee’s 
Ferry. On the north side of the 
river at this point could be seen 
the famed Rapley Anticline, a 
series of sharp angular bands of 
alternate bright orange, brown, 
and purple, giving the appearance 
of a long line of inverted V’s all 
closely connected like the teeth 
of a gigantic saw, one series of 
jags above the next, each a con­ 
trasting color. This rem arkable 
anticline, a classic of its type, has 
been com pared to hair ribbons, 
placed one above the other and 
angularly folded. From the air it 
showed up as some gigantic slice 
of layered cake. 
T hen I caught sight of the 
“Goosenecks”. In this particular 
stretch of the riv er’s course, the 
m eandering stream has m ade two 
sharp turns parallel to each other 
and widely rounded at the ends. 
The result is th at the San Juan 
R iver travels about seven miles 
to actually go two, looping far to 
the left, then to the right, and 
again to the left. 
W here the 
loops cross beside one another, 
the separating 
cliffs 
are m ere 
fifty feet thick! It is indeed re ­ 
m arkable th at the river has never 
cut straight across these barriers 
and flowed on w estw ard in a d i­ 
rect, shorter course. Today the 
bed of the riv er is over a thou­ 
sand feet below the top strata, 
evidence th at the entire region 
was elevated so slowly th at the 
gently cutting river could w ear its 
banks down at the same rate, ex ­ 
actly as the G rand Canyon was 
formed. The form ations exposed 
here by the San Juan are the 
oldest to be found in the M onu­ 
m ent Valley region, and date 
back to w hat geologists call the 
Coal Measures, some 200 to 250 
million years ago. 
As you go 
south and w est from here, the 
exposures become more and more 
recent in age. 


UNEXPLORED AREAS 


Leaving the "Goosenecks” we 
headed back to M onum ent V al­ 
ley proper and the m ysterious 
Tsay-begay area in particular. If 
it had not been for the early 
m orning shadows, the m onum ents 
would have appeared flat. From 
a height they blend in too well 
w ith the surrounding valley, and 
their hugeness is lost in the vast 
space. A ctually, I was a bit dis­ 
appointed. I really don’t know 
w hat I expected to see, but w hat­ 
ever it was failed to m aterialize. 
We dipped dow n below the top 
of Brigham Y oung's Tomb and 
zipped over the M ittens. I could 
get no true concept of their size. 
Then on over M errick B utte and 
past th e Three Sisters. Slipping 
to the left, w e skim m ed over the 
buttes to the Totem Pole. This 
single form ation I knew to be 
higher than the Empire State 
building in New York, yet it 
seem ed from the plane just a 
rock sliver stu ck in the sands. 
Back over the East G atew ay, 
we crossed the interior valley 
th at is the Tsay-begay and over 
the maze of buttes and mesas be­ 
yond. Much of this terrain has 
never been explored by whites, 
and its secrets rem ain undis­ 
closed. 
C anyon 
after 
canyon 
flashed by beneath me in rapid 
sequence. Once I spotted a n atu r­ 
al arch, which from its size even 
a t our altitude indicated it to be 
quite a structure. 
Someday I’d 
like to go back there on foot. 


OVER MOVIE SET 


R eturning over the Rim, we 
dived down over the movie set, 
the Tombstone of the 1880’s. Men 
w ere on top of the Birdcage Thea­ 
tre painting the roof; carpenters 
w ere busy on the M ansion Hotel 
balconies; and N avahos w ere car­ 
rying m irrors into the O riental 
Saloon to be installed back of the 
long bar. 
Beyond we shot ju st a few feet 
over the road and bore down on 
a truck in true cinem atographic 
realism . On southw ard over Aga- 
thla Peak and Owl Rock, then 
back to G oulding’s. We m ade a 
quick landing and m y ride was 
over. 
I w ouldn’t have missed the 
chance to View the M onuments 
from the air. 
However, I still 
felt th at the only w ay to see them , 
to become at all intim ate w ith 
them is to explore among them 
by car and on foot, to drive be­ 
tw een them and clam ber over 
their sheer sandstone slopes on 
hands and knees. Only then can
